Moore 
that he would be able to cope with such 
crafty and treaoheroiis enemy as his is said 
to be. 
Nevei tbekss. I question if the enemy 
has a more thorou^'h knowledge of the weak- 
nesses of the liuiiinu family than this Gren. 
Moore. 
He was for a time an o\it£Itter, or 
something of tln^ kind for the British army, 
and tilt 
be saw how men would scramble 
for the privilege of enlistin;? as soon as the 
I)rospect of a v\ ar became known, and often 
the moi e hazaidnus the undertaking appeared 
the more eager we. e men to risk their lives. 
Here were men iorsnkiiig business and home, 
often eneonragcd by thoir wives, to fight 
England's senseless bailies in the torrid heai 
of Afriea or fimoau: the fevers of Asia 
Mooi e .saw this fundne.ss of man for noise and 
show iuid exciteineni and conquest could b€ 
turned to aecounl. in Christian v»arfare.

man, mf)d(>led the scht me ai'ter the plan oi 
an army, 
adopting the same terms through- 
out iis b inp; on -s with which tli * masses were 
already familiar. 
Gren. Moore, the outfitter, 
de.signed the co.<;tiime.s. and tlin.s wa-s this 
army or^nnizt-d. 


Gren. iloore says the " hidea" originated 
with the apostles, was taken u p by Ignatius 
Loyola in the sixteenth centui-y. but revived 
in its fullness by William Pooth in lS<jo in 
London. 


The army overm!i England in fifteen years, 
when 
tliey tmdertook the coii'iuest of this 
country. 
In 18.S1 the invaders 1 nded on our 
coast and oifeoted a footing in Baltimore. To- 
day they iiave consli-uctA'd forts and barracks 
in all the pi-incipal cities east of the Missis- 
sippi, though their skirmish lines extend far 
beyond, one outpo.st having been effected in 
Idaho.

THE ASSEMBLY. 


The speaker of the house 
took the 
chair promptly at 4 o'clock. 
The cham- 
ber was packed to the very extreme lim- 
its of its capacity, and every doorway 
showed the hallways crammed with peo- 
ple, idl craning to see and hear. 


THE OVATION. 


The 
liberal clubs 
alone had 
been 
con.nted in the throng outside. 
Before 
going to the house Mr. Gladstone took a 
drive through St. James park. 
When 
on his way to parliament the enthusiasm 
of the people all the way from the door 
of his house to the commons entrance 
was spontaneous. 


The sheering continued until long af- 
ter Gladstone 
entered the parliament 
buildings, 
at 4:30 p. m. Mr. Gladstone 
entered the house and his entrance was 
followed by loud and prolonged cheers, 
which were continued tor several min- 
utes. 
Among the liberals and Parnell- 
ites the wildest enthusiasm 
prevailed, 
and it is safe to say no such scene was 
ever witnessed before in the house of 
commons. 


GLADSTONE 
SPEAKS. 


As soon as the chairman had ceased, 
Gladstone ro^e and moved for permis- 
sion to introduce a bill to amend pre- 
vious legislation and to make provision 
for the future governmect of Ireland. 
He began his speech: 
''The time has 
arrived when both honor and duty re- 
quires parliament to come to a decisive 
resolution. 
i t is our duty to esfablish 
harmonious 
relations 
between 
Great 
Britain and Ireland on a footing of

in w h i c h 
E n g l i s h m e n , 
S c o t c h m e n and 
Irishmen have a like interest." 


This sentiment was greeted with pro- 
longed cheers. 
As soon as quiet was re- 
stored Mr. Gladstone entered on a brief 
review of the general features of the past 
government for Ireland. 
He deprecated 
any further rtsort to rude remedies or 
intimidation. 


BAD LAWS. 


"Since the year 1832," he said, "only 
two years have passed without coercive 
legislation for Ireland, and in spite of all 
this the law continues to be disregarded 
besause it is invested into the eyes oi the 
Irish with a foreign aspect.

lution for the Irish problem iu the es 
tablishment of a

THE BILL. 


The intention of the government bill 
he said, "Is that the parliament at Dub- 
lin shall be a dual body. 
I t i" to be 
composed of two orders, each of which 
shall have the power to veto the acts of 
t h e other. 
First order will include 103 
m e m b e r s ; s e c o n d order 206. 
T w e n t y - 
eight of t h e present Irish peers will con- 
tinue t o sit in t h e h o u s e of 
lords, and 
will 
b e 
granted 
t h e option 
to 
have 
life seats in t h e iirst Irish order. 
T h e 
office of viceroy for Ireland will not be 
discontinued. 
The bill intends that the 
viceroy shall remain and that the oflBce 
shall hereafter be non-political. 
That is 
the incumbent of the office will n ^ be 
expected to retire with the d o w n f ® of 
the British ministry. 
The bill empow- 
ers the queen to delegate to the viceroy 
such 
other prerogatives as she may 
choose. 
The Irish constabulary will re- 
main under the same authority as the 
present, empowered to deal with laws 
affecting trade and navigation, coinage, 
weights, measures and the postal admin- 
istration. The bill will preserve the 
fiscal 
unity 
of 
the 
empire, 
but 
the 
entire 
proceeds 
arising 
from customs and excise duties in Ire- 
land will be held for the benefit of that 
country. 
These funds are to be used for 
the discharge of the Irish obligations, 
the balance to remain in the Irish ex- 
exchequer. 
T h e bill vests in the Irish 
legislature the general power of impos- 
ing taxes/'

made to laugh a t the refined hunior of lii.s 
plays, who marvel a t his excellently traineil 
company, or who admire his tast>?funy (ier- 
orated theatre, recognize Mr. Augustin Faiy 
in the spare, thoughtful-lookiiirr man who 
glides through the luxtirious foyer like a 
well-bred undertaker, clad in sombre raiment, 
and a hat of the style which was woni in by- 
gone eiges crowning his rather long 
hair. 
Ten people will turn on Broadway to look a t 
H a r r y Dixey to one who will recognize his 
handsome manager, Mr. E. E. Rice. 


Yet if money is to be raised for some great 
public enterprise or chai ity the managers are 
the first ones applied to, and they never are 
slow in res}>onding. If a play is put on the 
boards which pi-oves a great hit the sncee.ss is 
ascribed to the genitis of the star, the excel- 
lence of the company or the worth of the 
piece. 
If, on the contrary, it is a failure it is 
due to the stujjidity of thé manager. The 
box office receipts are the salve T\ hich recon- 
ciles the hard woi king manager to pubhc neg- 
lect and misinterpretation. 


In speaking of New York managers, Lester 
Wallack naturally comes fii-st in one's mind, 
both on account of 
seniority and popu- 
laritj\ thottgh. in 
truth, Mr. Wal- 
lack is much better 
as an actor than as 
a 
mauai^er. He 
has 
been on thf 
New Y o i ^ boards 
.since 1S47, when, 
a t t h e a g e o f 2 8 ~ f o r 
he was born on Jan. 
1, 1819—he 
made 
his 
first 
appear- 
ance as Sir Charles 
Coldstream. He a t 
once l)ecame the 
popular idol, and 
I KS i'KR WAT^I^ACK. 


though now (>7 years old the girls still fall in 
love with his handsome face and charming 
manner of playing the young man. H e 
iK^'gan his managerial 
career 
in 
ISîS, 
in 
^Vallack^s 
old theatre, on 
Broad- 
way, near Brc^onie strwt. 
Nine years later 
he Opened the theatre now tb<> SUir, on the 
corner of Thirteenth street and Broadway, and 
in 1882 the present house, on the corner of 
Broadway and Thirtieth street, was completed- 
Mr. Wallac.i is still a handsome man; cour- 
teous in manner, quick in perception and gen- 
ej-ous in impulse. 
He has done much to ele- 
^•ate the tone of the stage from an artistic 
standpoint, and his theatre is one of the most 
fashionable in New York. 
His son, Arthur, 
now takes nnichof the bm-denof management 
off his fathers shoulders, and is an active and 
popular young man, possessed of nmch of his 
father's 'magnetic charm of mannei-. Mr. 
Wallack has collected about him a company 
of good actors, yet no plays are quite so popu- 
lar a.s those in which Mr. Wallack himself 
apx>ears. 


Mr. Augustin Daly does -not appear on his 
own stage, but he infuses an cqu.-illy distinct 
personality into his theatre by A\-riting his 
plays ; or, to be more accurate, he writes 
the most successful ones. 
Mr. Daly bas an 
amiable weakness in the direction of old 
English comedies and presents one or more 
during each .se;tson, and while it is generally 
admitted that no company can produce the 
old comedies more aceeptaVjly, it does not 
j-econcile audieiu es which are accustomed to 
Mr. Daly's own delicate humor to the more 
labored wit of the early English dramatists. 
Most of Mr. Daly's later 
work has been 
"adapted trom the (German" and l^ears the 
same resemblance to the original as a piece 
of delicate lace does to the spool of thread 
£i-om which it is maile. The material may be 
German, but the artistic touches, the chann- 
infc huinoi", the delicately worked-out situa- 
tions are Mr. Dalj'\s. 


When ZStr. Daly first became known as a 
writer or eiever stories for The Sunday 
Courier along in 18.58, or tUereal)Outs, he was 
called John Augustin Daly by his frieiids, 
but th(î John was di oppe<J when he became a 
manager about twenty years ago. 
Mr. Daly 
is slender, 
intellectual looking, nervous in 
manner, quick in judgment and strong in his 
likes and dislikes. He lacks the magnetism 
which makes a jwpular man, yet every one 
resjKicts him and hundreds who do not know 
his face arc grateful for tlie delightful plays 
lie ha-s produced, and the perfect company he 
ha.s formed. 
Mr. Daly is a martinet in stage 
matters, an.l is said to be very severe at re- 
hearsals, though this is but a iiunor, for but 
few outsid(ii-s have lieen allowed to witness a 
reheai-sal in his theatre, and he keeps an im- 
mense Saint Bernard dog. Pique by name, 
at the .stage door, who grows fat and lazy 
Irom a diet of would-be stage door niashers. 


Mr. A. M. Palmer, the present manager of 
the Madison Sfjuare 
theatre, is a small 
man with a 
pale 
face, 
p:iay 
hair 
and 
f?ray 
s i d e 
whisk'IS. Mr. I'al- 
mer is thi' son of a 
New Englanil cler- 
gyman, and tiiere 
is a curion- 
iiiix'- 
tur» of the iniiii.st^er 
and the man oi the 
world in his man- 
nei's. He lacks the 
g e n i a l houhoviie 
w h i c h 
cliaracter- 
izes many of onr 
managers, and ijiijiresses one as a cold, cal- 
culating: man of business. 
For many yeara 
he was Jjbinrian of the "Meicantile library, a 
I post-^^ilich he riisipned to go into pailiiei-.ship 
with Sheridsin Shooic, in the manaj^ement of 
the Union 
Square 
th.-atre. 
He took the 
Madison Sqtiare from the Mullory Brothei-s 
(one of tiiem a reverend aiiil editor of a rc^ 
ligous weekly, by the way; and lifus made it 
a pecuniary success. 
' He has lately come prominently before the 
public through an interview, in which he as- 
cribes the very much talked of and veiy little 
existing innnorality of the .stage to the growth 
of burlesque. 
Considei-ing the extremely 
Frenchy tone of many of the plays which 
hâve been brought out by Mr. Palmer, this is 
rather funny. 
The question .seems to be as 
to which has the most demoralizing influence, 
a pretty wonvm, in scant display, who does 
nothing immodest on the st^age, or the presen- 
tation of social villainy in a dress suit. The 
question is stil 1 agitating the public mind.

Casino. Mr. 
Aronson is slender, 
graceful, 
with a 
pale, refined face, 
a handsome

large, soft brown, 
eyes. He is n < omposer of considerable merit, 
as well as a clever manager, and much of his 
dance mtisic is very popular. 
Mr. Aronson's 
Casino sch(»me, with its Moorish arches, its 
fairy-like roof garden and its entertainment 
of well sung and magnificently staged comic 
opera, was long regarded as a chimera by his. 
brother managers, but when the Casino began 
to materialize its success was assurefl. 
James. 
D. Fish, of Marine bank fame, Ferdinand 
Ward and Gen. Grant were among the stock- 
holders who furnished money for the enter- 
prise. But it is to Mr. Aronson's

One of the most curious compounds m the 
New York managerial museum is Bartley 
Campbell. He was a rcpoi-ter on the old New- 
York Star in those 
days when a dollar 
was regarded as a 
fabulous 
fortune 
by a Star man. 
Then he wheeled 
briclvs in a Pitts- 
biu'g 
brick 
yard 
and reported on a 
Pitt-^burg 
pai:)er, 
an 1 idl the time he 
wrote play.s. 
Some 
people claim 
that 


e w r o t e 
plays 
y h i 1 e 
he w a s 
tsleep, and it Ls 
haritablf to sup- 
pose that some of his earlier effic«^ were pro 
duced under those conditions. 
.A.bout seven 
years ago he \\Tote "My Partneif," and then 
his success began. He took out fltU hife old 
plays, tujiied them over and produced them 
again. He is his own maxiager, a n d has made 
a fortune after years of toil a n d waiting, and 
few will deny that he desei-v-os it. To be 
sure he sometim<^s fails to d r a w a suiBciently 
broad 
distinction 
between 
himself and 
Sbakespeai e, but conc<ñt is pardonable in a 
successful man. The same exuberant imag- 
ination which he used to display' in his con- 
coction of newspaper 
reports 
enters 
into 
the composition of his play.«. 


He has not yet worked in t h e pig story 
which made him famous in Pitti burg journal- 
ism, but its dramatization is only a question 
of time.

After some time he returned breath- 
le.ss. but triunuibaut, waving about a ream of 
cIosely-wrirt;?u" " copy." " It^s aJI right," he 
exclaimed, " only it was twins." 


Campbell is a tall, loose-jointed m a n with 
a hesitating manner and clothes which never 
by any chanco fit him. He is generous in his 
OTi-n peculiar way and n o appeal from one 
who has known him in the days of his ad- 
versity e;oos unheeded. 


A large man, with a queer eyes a genial 
manner and a big heart is .John Sfcetson, of 
the Fifth Avenue theatre. 
He began life aa 
a devil in a printing office and a professional 
athlete, and has ri.sen to hi.s present position 
by bard work and good sense. 
Ho is a famil- 
iar figxn-e in the Brunswick café, where he 
delights to stand with a congenial crowd and 
tell stories and gossip until all hours in the 
morning. 
It is here that Mr. Stetson gets 
off some of the brightest bon mots, which go 
the rounds of the clubs the next day as Stet- 
son's latt\st, and it is here that he occasionally 
makes the mistakes which have gained him 
the reputation of being the managerial Mrs. 
Malaprop. 
Most of the stories are made u p 
and hujig on to Stetson because» everybody 
knows his good nature, but occasionally he 
makes a comical blunder. 


When Joe Brooks, the eminent 
Hebrew 
theatrical 
speculator, was suing 
Charlie 
Byrne for libel. 
Stetson, Ned Gilmore 
and a lot more were subpoenaed to ap- 
i l a r in court at 10 o'clock in the morning. 
They conclutjed it would be no use to go t o 
bed if thev had to get u p so early, and they 
prepared to sit it out. 
About 4 o'clock they 
began to get cro.ss and sleepy, and wish 
B^tuo and Brooks and the suit in various 
warm place.s. 
"John," said one of the party 
to Stetson, "vou ai-e a mutual friend. W h y 
don't yoti sntooth out this matter between 
Charlie and Brooks?"

man that a timid pereon would care to ''brace 
for passes." Yet, after aU, the severity is only 
a surface indication. If a dead head can 
reallvdo anything in return for hLss^ts no 
maiiis more generous than John Duff; he has 
an mdevjendent man's dislike of being s-w^- 
dled 
that is all. When once he makes 
a friendship it lasts. 
People often mistake 
his bluff manner for nideness, but m reahty 
he is one of the Idndest of men. There is no 
hyiwcrisy about John Duff; if be don't like a 
nmn he says so, and if he does like him hia 
preference is not exhibited by empty compli- 
ments 
He is an able managei-, having been 
largelv instrumental in building up the pres- 
ent prosixii itv of DaW's. 
He now stands b ^ 
hind his son, James C. Duff, a t the Standard, 
and advises and suggests much to the profit 
of the young man., who is a clever, pains-tak- 
ing, qiiiet v<<ung fellow, with iust a touch of 
his father s manner, which will probably DE-

The 
unanimous decision of that tribunal is re- 
corded in the 98th Indiana, on page 515, 
and it wholly repeals and declares un- 
constitutional the act of 1888 in the case 
of Feibieman vs. The Board of Com 
missiouers of Marion county. 
Under 
this judgment Wayne township is entitled 
to five justices of the peace, and Messrs. 
Scarlet and Ryan liaving the highest 
number of votes after France, Harding 
and Hays, can take oath of office and 
immediately qualify. 
The decision is in 
the plainest English and every lawyer 
consulted to-day, agreed that the law of 
1883 was repealed, and the enactment of 
1867 stands good.

apolis Justice Feibiumuii refused to r«- 
linfjiiiHh bis commission and appealed 
liia C.IHO to tho supreme court. The 
unanimous decision of that tribunal is re- 
corded in tho 98th .bulinim, 011 p»ge 515, 
and it wholly repeals and declares un- 
constitutional tlio act of 188K in thft case 
of Foibluman VH. Tlio Board of Com 
miKsiouwK of Marioii county.

this judgmentWiiync township is entitled 
to five justices of tho peace, and Mosarti. 
Scarlet and Ryan having tlio highest 
number of vottBiiflur Franco, Harding 
and Hiiys, can take oath of oflico and 
immediately qiifilify.
